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Delight as cathedral 
wins top film honour

ELY Cathedral has been 
named the region’s best 
film and TV location. 

The historic building 
scooped the prestigious 
prize at the Creative East 
awards for its phenomenal 
success in attracting big- 
name Hollywood produc¬ 
tions to the city 

In the past two years, the 
cathedral has been used as the 
main external location for the 
historical epics Elizabeth: The 
Golden Age and The Other Boleyn 
Girl, as well as the modern drama, 
The Other Man. 

It has seen some of Hollywood’s 
biggest stars, including Cate 
Blanchett, Scarlett Johansson, Eric 
Bana and Clive Owen, rub 
shoulders with Ely residents, 
many of whom got to appear on 
screen themselves as extras. 

Cllr Brian Ashton, leader of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said: “I’m absolutely 
delighted to hear about this award. 

“There is no doubt that Ely gains 
tremendously by the widespread of 
knowledge that it has been used in 
films of such international stature. 

“Not only do these film 
appearances support the large 
running costs of the cathedral, it 
also provides a point of local 
interest. 

“They also support the local 
economy by increasing Ely’s 
profile and bringing more people 
to the city” 

The city was last used as a 
location for a film just two weeks

ago when British actors Liam 
Neeson and Romola Garai, the 
recent star of Atonement, visited 
the city to film The Other Man, 
directed by Sir Richard Eyre. 

Filming took place in the 
cathedral’s bookshop, where 
Garai’s character in the film was 
meant to work, and in Chequers 
Lane 

The cathedral was also praised 
by Shekhar Kapur, director of The 
Golden Age, who said: “The film 
would not have been the same 
without the scenes we shot at Ely 
Cathedral.” 

Lesley Ann Thompson, the 


cathedral’s marketing manager, 
said: “It is a great privilege to have 
the cathedral recognised in this 
way 

“Some of the filming shot in the 
cathedral has been key scenes in 
these films and the images of the 
interior of the cathedral as 
portrayed in these films are 
absolutely stunning. 

“Film companies choose Ely 
because of its simplicity flexibility 
and architectural beauty 

“We are delighted to win this 
award.” 

The award was handed to 
cathedral staff by TV comedian 


Clive Anderson in Norwich last 
Thursday 

The cathedral beat strong 
competition from Norfolk which 
featured in the Stephen Fry TV 
show Kingdom and Hertfordshire 
which was used as a location in 
the children’s film, The 
Spiderwick Chronicles.

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Tyre plant told to lower noise levels 


A TYRE plant has been told to curb 
its noise levels after its bid to inc¬ 
rease them even further backfired. 

People living near Murfitts 
Industries, in Wisbech Road, 
Littleport, claim to have endured 
sleepless nights and stress for years 
due to excess noise from the tyre 
recycling plant. 

But planning chiefs at Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council have 
now ruled Murfitts must reduce 
noise emissions after hearing how 
the firm had broken existing strict 
noise level rules. 

This follows an application by 
Murfitts for planning permission to 
increase the noise level at which it 
was able to operate. 

But the council’s development 
control committee refused perm¬ 
ission and instead ordered enforce¬ 
ment action to be taken immed¬ 
iately 


Councillor Anna Bailey, who 
represents Fordham villages on 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, told the committee meet¬ 
ing last week: “Residents around 
the plant have been suffering from 
sleep deprivation, stress and 
massive disruption to their daily 
lives caused by this inconsiderate 
company for many years. 

“Noise level conditions were 
imposed to stop exactly this kind of 
thing from happening. 

“I am delighted that meaningful 
action is finally being taken.” 

Planning officers had recom¬ 
mended that, as background noise 
levels from roads had increased, the 
firm should be allowed to raise the 
level at which it could work, but not 
to the extent it was requesting. 

The committee heard that recent 
noise level checks taken at night 
found that it was operating in 


excess of both existing noise level 
conditions, as well as the proposed 
new noise level limit. 

Councillors heard how the firm 
had on more than one occasion 
broken noise and working regul¬ 
ations despite being warned. 
Officers were placed on emergency 
call-out earlier this year so that they 
could react to residents’ complaints. 

The committee unanimously 
agreed to refuse permission and 
requested that planning officers 
should continue to pursue enforce¬ 
ment action and set up a liaison 
group to try to solve the problems. 

Committee chairman Philip Read 
said: “Residents have had to put up 
with a terrible situation that I fear 
would only have got worse. 

“We listened closely to what resi¬ 
dents had to say and have acted to 
protect them. I will keep a close eye 
on what action we will take next.” 


Bound over 

A TRAINEE electrician 
has admitted hitting 
his girlfriend. 

Nathan Gardener, 28, of 
Westhorpe, Burwell, 
appeared at Ely 
Magistrates Court last 
week, where he faced a 
charge of assaulting 
his girlfriend, Alice 
Harnwell, on February 
2 . 

Gardener admitted he 
may have lashed out at 
Ms Harnwell, the 
mother of his child, but 
deeply regretted it. 

He has since signed up 
to alcohol abuse and 
anger management 
classes. 

He was bound over by 
magistrates to keep the 
peace for 12 months, 
pledging £300 as surety. 



Gifted artist’s exhibition masks 
tragedy of him losing eyesight

A GIFTED young artist is 
facing the tragic loss of his 
sight just as an exhibition 
of his work is launched. 
Jamie McCullough’s artwork will 
be going on show at Ely Library 
next week, where art lovers can 
check out some of the dazzling 
pictures from his debut graphic 
novel, Darkguard. 

The action-packed adventure 
book was finished by Jamie as 
the final part in his degree at the 
Cambridge School of Art at 
Anglia Ruskin University and he 
now has plans for further 
comics. 

But the 26-year-old has recently 
been told he could soon be blind 
due to growing cataracts at the 
back of his eyes. 

It has already led to night 
blindness and tunnel vision, with 
doctors saying he could be 
completely blind within two to 10 
years. 

The loss of his eyesight would 
be a second blow for Jamie, 
from Little Thetford, because he 


is already completely deaf. 

Speaking in sign language 
through his mother, Marilyn, he 
said: “It makes me sad because 
I know it will get worse. Art is 
everything to me and I have lots 
more stories to draw. 

“It is already making it harder to 
draw. I used to be able to do a 
quick sketch, but that is tougher 
because of my blurred vision. 
“I’ve switched from oil paintings 


to using a computer, which 
helps because I can turn up the 
screen’s brightness which 
makes it easier to see. It is also a 
lot easier to correct a mistake.” 

Marilyn, who is herself a skilled 
artist, said: “Jamie is on a cliff 
edge - all the receptors in his 
eyes are dying. It has affected 
his peripheral vision, but now it 
will affect his entire eyesight. 

“He has always been a talented 


artist. As soon as he could pick 
up a pencil, aged three, he was 
drawing things and you could tell 
he was good at it. 

“Because he was deaf, he was 
always looking at things and 
watching people more closely. 
He wasn’t distracted by the 
noise from other children, which 
meant he could focus more 
intently.” 

Jamie attended Mayfield Primary 
School, in Cambridge, and 
Cottenham Village College, 
before heading to Doncaster for 
his BTec in Art, and returning to 
Cambridge for his degree. 

He said: “Darkguard is all about 
a man who thinks someone has 
stolen his soul, so he fights to 
get it back. 

“It’s very dark and I’ve actually 
been asked by the library not to 
pick any pictures that will 
frighten the children too much.” 

Jamie McCullough’s work will be 
on show at Ely Library, in The 
Cloisters, between Tuesday, 

April 1, and Tuesday, April 15. 

Children’s illustrations by Marilyn 
McCullough are already on show 
there until March 31. 
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Quake damage 

THOUSANDS of gallons of water flooded 
the cellar of a church after an earthquake 
unleashed a forgotten spring. 

Water was discovered pouring into the 
cellar of Trinity Church, in High Street, 
March, shortly after an earthquake shook 
buildings in the town on February 27. 

More than 1,000 gallons of water has 
been pumped from the cellar in the past 
month, but 200 gallons of water continue 
to pour in each day 

Anglia Water engineers have confirmed 
the leakage is not from the mains as it 
does not contain any fluoride. Church 
officials believe it has come from a new 
spring opened by the seismic shake. 

The church is now holding a series of 
concerts, coffee mornings and open 
garden days to pay for £16,000 of damage 
caused by the leakage and other 
subsidence.

Bypass a ‘blot on 
landscape’ fears 


FEARS have been raised 
over noise pollution from 
the proposed £15 million 
Ely Southern Link Road. 

The road is the crucial part of 
the city’s recently announced 
Masterplan and would allow 
vehicles to bypass traffic jams 
at the station area in Ely. 

But there is concern that the 
road, between Angel Drove and 
the A142 near Stuntney, would 
lead to inescapable traffic noise 
for residents. 

Councillors and environ¬ 
mental groups say the drone of 
traffic will be heard far and 
wide because the road will be 
elevated as it has to cross over 
the railway lines, the river Ouse 
and the floodplains to Stuntney. 

Cllr Ian Allen, deputy leader 
of East Cambridgeshire Dist¬ 
rict Council’s Liberal Democrat 
group, said: “The transmission 
of noise and its visual impact 
are real issues because the 
bypass will be so massive. 

“It will have to pass over the 
overhead lines of the railway, 
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which are already on a bank, 
then over the river. It will be 
huge. 

“We have a bit of congestion 
now, but I don’t believe it is that 
serious. In fact, I think the 
bypass will actually intensify 
traffic around Ely as it will 
make the road more attractive 
to lorries. 

“We are going to see a lot of 
work on the A14 in the coming 
years and the A142 could easily 
become an A14 bypass.” 

Andrew Allen, spokesman for 
East Cambridgeshire’s Green 
Party, said: “Suggesting the 
only way to solve the problem is 
to build a £15 million road, at 
nearly £10,000 a metre, is an 
idea straight out of the Dark 
Ages of British politics. 

“In addition to being appall¬ 
ing value for money, the 
proposed bypass would have 
several detrimental impacts on 
Ely. 


“It would leave residents in 
southern areas of the city 
unable to escape constant 
background traffic noise. 

“The new road would also be 
a blot on the landscape, visible 
for miles around.” 

But Cllr Ron Bradney, Mayor 
of Ely and the city’s economic 
champion, said: “There are 
always detractors but they 
obviously have never had to sit 
in these interminable traffic 
jams. 

“Ely is a bottleneck for traffic 
and something needs to be 
done. 

“We are coming up to a very 
important development point in 
Ely’s history and we need to get 
the roads sorted. 

“There will be some noise, 
but I do not think it will be too 
bad. The road will not be too 
busy and will not be going 
faster than 40mph. 

“You only get that constant 
burr of traffic from busy dual 
carriageways, where the traffic 
is travelling fast.”

group defends 
Muscovy ducks 


ELY’S Muscovy ducks 
have won support from 
an international bird 
group. 

The US-based Muscovy 
Duck Group has flown to the 
aid of the city’s controversial 
wildfowl after it heard about 
plans by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council to oil their 
eggs to kill unborn ducklings. 

The move follows more 
than 100 complaints to the 
council last year about ducks 
fouling footpaths and aggress¬ 
ively foraging for food. 
Motorists have also claimed 
there have been several near- 
misses as they have been 
forced to brake sharply to 
avoid the ducks walking in 
the road. 

Now the worldwide Mus¬ 
covy Duck Group has joined 
Ely residents’ call for an end 
to the egg oiling. Instead, it 
wants the ducks captured and 
moved to nearby farms. 

A group spokesman said: 
“They’re outstanding for¬ 
agers and can rid a farm of 
many insects such as flies, 
mosquitoes, and grass¬ 
hoppers. 

“They can also be utilised 
to break the lifecycle of 
certain parasites that infect 
livestock because they will eat 
slugs, which host the larvae of 
the meningeal worm.” 

However, the ducks’ sup¬ 
porters in Ely, who have 
written numerous letters to 
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the Weekly News, may not 
like the group’s other idea - to 
collect the eggs for food. 

Its spokesman said people 
could build a nest box, and 
place dummy eggs in it to 
encourage the Muscovies to 
lay, then reap the benefits. 

“Eggs could be collected 
and utilised by families, dona¬ 
ted, or even fed to pets. 
Muscovy eggs are an excell¬ 
ent protein source and are 100 
per cent digestible,” he added. 

But city resident Fran Bus- 
sard, author of an Ely tourist 
guide inspired by the roving 
ducks, believes the birds 
should be left alone. 

She said she did a head- 
count of the Muscovies 
recently 

“All in all, I could only 
count 17 males and three 
females. I think 20 or so ducks 
is not excessive for a city the 
size of Ely” 

Liz Knox, the council’s head 
of environment services said 
the city was over-populated 
with Muscovies and oiling 
their eggs would be best for 
other wildlife. 

She said: “It is not giving 
other ducks the chance to 
thrive - we have to ensure a 
managed duck population by 
the river. We don’t want to 
totally wipe out the 
Muscovies, but want to see a 
healthier variety of ducks.”

“We had a great turn 
out on the Saturday 
morning - it was brilliant 
to see so many people, 
young and old turn up 
to run and walk along 
the course as it snaked 
it’s way through the 
city. 

“Everyone was really 
enthusiastic on the day 
- from the warm up on 
Palace Green to the 
race around the 
cathedral itself. 


“I would like to say a 
big thank you to 
everyone who came on 
the day as we managed 
to raise £170 and heard 
of pledges of hundreds 
of more pounds from all 
those who took the 
time out of their busy 
weekend to run.

Vietnamese cannabis 


‘gardener’ is jailed 


A VIETNAMESE 
cannabis “gardener” 
has been jailed after he 
was caught tending 366 
plants in a suburban 
home. 

Trong Nguyen, 45, was 
found by police at a house in 
Tennyson Place, Ely, among 
plants with an estimated 
street value of £30,000 to 
£40,000. 

He was given an 18-month 
jail sentence, and must 
serve at least half. Judge 
Gareth Hawkesworth 
recommended that Nguyen, 
who entered Britain 
illegally, be deported to 
Vietnam when his term is 
completed. 

In Cambridge Crown 
Court, the judge said 
Vietnamese cannabis factor¬ 
ies are an increasing prob¬ 
lem in Cambridgeshire. 

He told Nguyen: “It is 
becoming very common that 
people, I am afraid to say 
from your community, are 
coming to this country and 
setting up cannabis 
factories. 

“And I have no doubt you 
will communicate to your 
community when you 
return that we in this 
country regard that as 
serious, and that those who 
involve themselves in it will 
receive custodial sent¬ 
ences.” 

Nguyen pleaded guilty to 
producing a controlled Class 
C drug. He claimed he only

cannabis when police raided 
the house. 

Judge Hawkesworth 
accepted that Nguyen was a 
“relatively humble” person 
in an operation run by 
“organised criminals”, but 
said he had had full 
knowledge of the cannabis. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, 
said Nguyen told police he 
had lived at the Tennyson 
Place address between 
January 14-23 after arriving 
in Britain “in the back of a 
lorry”. 

He claimed he had only 
been paid in food and 
shelter, not cash. 

The court heard the police 
raid on January 23 found 
plants up to lm tall, and a 
high-tech irrigation and 
halogen bulb lighting 
system. The farm was 
powered through a cable 
which tapped into the 
street’s mains electricity 
supply. 

The identity of the person 
who took out the tenancy 
could not be discovered. 

Michael Duffy, mitigating, 
said Nguyen had worked as 
a farmer and labourer since 
growing up in a village 
regularly bombed by the US 
Air Force in the Vietnam 
War. His family lived on $1 a 
day, somehow raising £7,000 
for him to travel to Britain. 


Two men face 
affray charges 

TWO men have been accused of affray 
following a brawl in Ely High Street. 

Nicky King, 26, and Andrew Murfitt, 
42, appeared at Ely Magistrates Court 
last week, where they both faced charges 
of affray in connection with the brawl 
on December 22. 

The court was told how some young 
men had been knocked unconscious in 
the incident and required treatment 
from paramedics. 

Both Murfitt and King, who is also 
charged with assault occasioning actual 
bodily harm, did not enter pleas to the 
charges. 

After watching CCTV footage of the 
incident, magistrates decided it was too 
serious to be tried in the Ely court. 

The two men were released on con¬ 
ditional bail and will return to Ely 
Magistrates Court on April 15 when the 
case will be committed to Cambridge 
Crown Court. 


Cash needed for lights 

SOHAM town centre’s Christmas lights 
display is under threat. 

Members of Soham Town Forum have 
been told that unless £20,000 can be 
raised, this year’s main display may not 
take place. 

The money is needed to install 30 new 
poles for the lights in Soham High Street. 

The lights are currently funded through 
donations and fundraising, while a grant 
from the town council funds insurance 
costs.

A RECOVERING alcoholic 
crashed her car near an Ely 
business park after a boozing 
session. 

Jeannette Hayward, 61, 
crashed her grey Toyota 
Corolla into a signpost at the 
Lancaster Way Business 
Park roundabout on Friday, 
March 7. 

When she took a breath¬ 
alyser test at the scene, it 
measured 84mg of alcohol in 
100ml of breath - more than 
twice the legal limit of 35mg. 


Hayward, a psychiatric 
nurse at Fulbourn Hospital, 
appeared at Ely Magistrates 
Court last week, where she 
pleaded guilty to drink 
driving. 

Adam Hazelhurst, defend¬ 
ing, said: “She had been told a 
friend of hers was dying of 
cancer and it caused her to 
fall off the wagon. 

“She says she was cut up by 
another car and had no 
alternative but to end up 
where she did. 


“She tells me she is a 
recovering alcoholic - she is 
now seeing the community 
alcohol treatment team.” 

It was the second time 
Hayward, of East Park Street, 
Chatteris, had been convicted 
of drink driving in 10 years, 
which meant an automatic 
three-year driving ban. 

She was also fined £375 and 
ordered to pay £60 costs and a 
£15 victim surcharge.

‘Bag tax’ would lift Ely’s reputation 


Sir, In your article on the 
proposal that shops in the city 
should voluntarily restrict the 
use of single-use plastic bags 
(Ely Weekly News, March 13), 
you quote the Mayor of Ely, Cllr 
Bradney, as saying: “I don’t 
think it’s right to impose 
charges on using bags.” 

Why is it not right? We all know 
the environmental damage 
caused by the ubiquitous 
plastic bag. 


Ireland sets the example here. 

A tax of 15 cents per bag which 
was introduced there in 2002, 
reduced consumption by 90 
per cent. 

As an alternative to the single¬ 
use plastic bag, both Tesco and 
Waitrose in Ely now provide, for 
a modest sum, tough and 
capacious hessian bags which 
can be reused almost 
indefinitely; and it is also 
possible to buy shopping bags 


in a range of colours and 
materials from many retail 
outlets. 

You say: “Ely could become 
one of the first cities in the UK 
to ban plastic bags.” 

Were we, as a first step, to 
follow the example of Ireland, it 
would immensely enhance the 
reputation of Ely, and attract 
more favourable publicity in the 
national press than any amount 
of tinkering around with 


“improving access to the river”. 
For any readers in doubt about 
this, and who have computers, 
may I suggest that they Google 
“Modbury” and read for 
themselves about what can be 
done by a community 
determined to contribute to the 
improvement of the 
environment.

Knock-out 
punch lands 
£400 fine 


A JEALOUS husband 
knocked a man uncon¬ 
scious after he saw him 
chatting to his wife.

My wife later 
told me he (Mr Coyle) was 
trying to buy her a drink, but I 
understand you cannot go 
around hitting people. 

“Until I saw it on CCTYI did 
not recall what happened at 
all. I have lived in Ely for eight 
years and never had any 
trouble.” 

The court also heard how 
Stokes had a previous convic¬ 
tion for assault in 2000 after he 
caught his then-girlfriend with 
another man in their home. 

But protesting he was not a 
violent man, Stokes said: “I 
kicked him out of my house 
after I found him with my 
girlfriend.

Action call to 
make streets 
safer for 
pedestrians 


ELY is in desperate 
need of new pedes¬ 
trian crossings and 
footpaths. 

That is the claim from the 
East Cambridgeshire Green 
Party, which is calling for 
action at five “danger spots” 
in Ely city centre. 

They are asking for: 

■ a pedestrian crossing at 
the junction between Brays 
Lane and Prickwillow Road 

■ a pedestrian crossing on 
the Forehill corner of 
Market Place 

■ a rethink of the blind 
corner at Lisle Lane and 
Forehill 

■ a footpath through Ely 
railway station and Tesco 
car park 

■ a retiming of the traffic 
lights at the crossings at 
Lynn Road, Nutholt Lane 
and Egremont Street to 
allow pedestrians to 
negotiate the three-lane 
road. 

Party spokesman Andrew 
Allen said: “Pedestrians are 
being left behind in Ely’s 
rapid expansion. 

“With more and more 
people making the city their 
home, the streets are 
increasingly busy, but 
getting around Ely on foot is 
becoming more difficult and 
dangerous. 

“All around the city 
congested roads require 
those on foot to take their 
life in their hands at peak 
times. 

“Streets are not just for 
cars and goods vehicles. 
They should provide space 
for people to shop, to 
travel to and from work 
and school, to meet and to 
play. 

“We need more invest¬ 
ment to balance the needs of

cars drivers with those of 
pedestrians.” 

John Richards, area man¬ 
ager for traffic management 
and highways at Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil, admitted more needed to 
be done to make Ely 
friendlier for pedestrians 
and cyclists. 

He said: “We have done 
quite a bit in Ely for 
pedestrians, but if there is a 
criticism of our last 
transport plan, it is ‘We 
could have done more’. 

“The market town 
strategy adopted in Ely five 
years ago was one of our 
first strategies. We’ve 
become a lot sharper at 
writing these strategies. 

“We are now reviewing 
our transport strategy 
because the needs of Ely 
have changed so much in 
the past five years. 

“There was very little 
development on the western 
side back then, but now 
there are many houses 
there now, so we’re working 
on this aspect. 

“It’s too early to say 
which individual safety 
improvements will take 
place, but we are reviewing 
the corner of Lisle Lane 
and Forehill. 

“Safety is key for us and 
we want to improve the 
footpath and cyclepath 
networks around Ely, 
especially connecting new 
developments. 

“We’re also keen on 
promoting the ‘softer’ side 
of things, such as prod¬ 
ucing travel guides to let 
people know where their 
nearest cycle routes are.”

Several Labour MPs and 
ministers - including some

This just shows 
that hypocrisy rules OK in 
the Labour Party” 
Cambridgeshire South MP 
and Shadow Health Secre¬ 
tary Mr Lansley said: “We 
are very worried about what 
this closure programme will 
mean to the county. We will 
not know exactly what happ¬ 
ens for another few weeks 
until the plan for Cambridge¬ 
shire is released. These pro¬ 
posals could do huge damage 
to local communities. 



“As with the health ration¬ 
alisation programme when 
we had ministers and MPs 
opposing closures in their 
own constituencies but 
supporting the Government 
in the Commons, we are 
seeing how Labour says one 
thing to their voters and 
does another when at West¬ 
minster.” 

Huntingdon MP Mr 
Djanogly said: “In Hunting¬ 
donshire all the county, 
district and town councillors 
have joined together with me 
to say clearly: ‘We will fight 
every single post office 
closure in the area’.

Cambridgeshire North- 
East MP Malcolm Moss 
said: “I fear local comm¬ 
unities across my constit¬ 
uency and the county will 
lose their only shop and 
vulnerable people will lose a 
service they depended 
upon. 

“Labour ministers have 
taken no account of the 
needs of the elderly, of 
disabled people or of the 
most disadvantaged - the 
very ones who will lose out 
most as this cuts prog¬ 
ramme rolls out. 

“Once again Labour MPs 
and ministers who talk of 
saving their post offices in 
their constituencies have 


done something else when 
they came to vote in the 
Commons.” 

Tory Leader David 
Cameron said: “We sent out 
a very clear message to the 
Government - stop the 
closure of our post offices. 
Conservatives all over the 
country have been cam¬ 
paigning against these 
unnecessary changes. 

“It is astonishing that 
neither the Government nor 
the Post Office itself has 
indicated a willingness to 
find low-cost alternatives to 
present sub-post offices, 
based on voluntary and 
community participation. 

“I look forward to fighting 
against local closures along¬ 
side my constituents and we 
will continue to expose the 
hypocrisy of this Labour 
Government’s actions.” 

Ministers say the cuts are 
needed to reduce weekly 


losses of £4 million and the 
Tory motion is a “naked 
piece of opportunism” des¬ 
igned to embarrass the 
Government. 

But Mr Hutton claimed 
the Tory motion to suspend 
the closures was based on 
“false hopes, flawed econ¬ 
omics and opportunism”. 

He said it had to be 
accepted that the role of the 
post office had changed 
because of technology and 
consumer behaviour.

Teen scheme 
gives cash for 
new hobbies 


TEENAGERS in Cambridgeshire 
are to receive nearly £500 each to 
spend on positive hobbies, in a 
trailblazing new project. 

Around 2,000 youngsters aged 13-16 
will be entitled to the new g2g card, a pre¬ 
paid card which will offer young people 
around £40 per month to spend on 
specified pastimes. 

These include sports, music, dance, 
drama and outdoor activities, and the 
scheme has been paid for thanks to 
nearly £1 million in Government 
funding. 

The trial scheme will run for a year, 
with PIN numbers used to prevent fraud. 
It is hoped the project will get young 
people off the streets and reduce anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

Councillor Jill Tuck, county council 
Cabinet member for children and young 
people’s services, said: “Some young 
people face disproportionate barriers to 
activities, with the cost of accessing 
activities a major barrier. Putting spend¬ 
ing power in the hands of young people 
can help them access new opportunities 
they may otherwise have not had a 
chance to do. 

“The pilots will test out whether this 
approach gives young people more

influence and choice over the activities 
they want to do, increases their partic¬ 
ipation in activities and ultimately leads 
to improved school achievement and 
reduces crime and anti-social behaviour. 

“I am delighted Cambridgeshire has 
been chosen to pilot this project. We want 
to support young people so that they can 
fulfil their potential, whatever their 
background. 

“Participating in positive activities can 
help build young people’s social and 
emotional skills, helping them navigate 
risks, seize opportunities and develop the 
skills and confidence they need to build 
positive futures for themselves.” 

A county council spokesman said: 
“The aim of the pilot will see if giving 
young people access to activities that 
boost confidence and self-esteem outside 
of school can help their confidence and 
self-esteem inside school.” 

Youngsters who are cared for, or who 
receive free school meals, will be eligible 
for the g2g card. The county is one of just 
nine in the country piloting the scheme.

John keeps the magic 
of Glenn Miller alive 


THERE may be a thousand 
big bands across the world 
who play music by the 
great Glenn Miller, but it’s 
not often you find one with 
a direct connection to the 
man himself. 

Although he is too young to have 
known his famous uncle - who 
died in the Second World War - 
John Miller was inspired by him to 
carry on in his footsteps as a 
band leader. 

Glenn Miller was the most famous 
musician of the 1930s and 40s, 
and produced swing and big 
band classics like In The Mood, 
Moonlight Serenade and 
Chatanooga Choo Choo. Even if 
you don’t know the names then 
you’ll immediately recognise the 
tunes from numerous film scenes, 
adverts and TV shows. 

John’s band, Miller Magic, keeps 
the spirit alive with expert 
renditions of all the classics and 
they are firm favourites whenever 
they visit Cambridge. 

“Last time I was in Cambridge 
someone told me in the interval

that Betty Boothroyd was there,” 
John recalls. “So when I went 
back on stage I said, ‘Apparently 
Betty Boothroyd is here, where 
are you Betty?’. She was in the 
front row with her niece and she 
piped up. 

“I said, ‘You’re Betty Boothroyd? 
Prove it,’ And she shouted back, 
‘Order, order!’.” 

These kind of anecdotes come 
thick and fast when you’re 
chatting with John and it’s the 
kind of laid back attitude he likes 
to take on stage with his band: “It 
beats working for a living,” he 
says of his busy career. 

Although his famous uncle was 
also fond of a laugh, things were 
a little different in his band. 

“He had a very raw, dry sense of 
humour,” says John. “I remember 
one of his musicians, a trumpeter, 
was talking to me and he told me 
about a time when they were 
supposed to be performing 
Pennsylvania six-5,000. There’s a 
bit in the tune where everybody 
stands up and shouts 


‘Pennsylvania six-5,000’. 

“Glenn sent a message around to 
everyone apart from this guy not 
to stand up at this point so when 
it came around he jumped up on 
his own and shouted 
‘Pennsylvania six five...oh...’ 

“The whole orchestra had a good 
laugh and the audience had a 
laugh as well.” 

Glenn Miller’s name and his 
musical legacy has reportedly 
made $1 million a year since he 
died so the family could probably 
afford to sit back and live off the 
income, but John prefers to keep 
busy and keep entertaining 
people. 

“I guarantee a good time,” insists. 
“I’ll even give a money back 
guarantee, I don’t mind. 

“I’ve always said that and there’s 
only one time that anyone has 
asked for their money back. I 
reached into my pocket to get my 
wallet but they stopped me and 
said, ‘No no, I was only joking!’.” 
Miller Magic plays Cambridge 
Corn Exchange on Sunday at 
7.30pm. Tickets are £11 -£21. To

It would have included aircon,

This remarkable package comes 
on the new Hyundai ilO for £7,895 
on the roadl Of course if you don’t 
want to spend quite that much you 
can have the base model, which still 
comes with aircon, ABS and EBD, 
central locking and six speakers for 
a blinding £6,495. And between the 
top-of-the-range and the entry 
model there are two further 
choices, at £7,095 and £7,595.

NISSAN has added a 
third row of seats to 
the entry-level Path¬ 
finder Trek making all 
models in the range 
seven seaters as 
standard with pricing 
starting from £23,995.

Shop about to save money and emissions

THE reaction to the 
recent budget is filter¬ 
ing through and, in 
respect of car owners, 
Alistair Darling has 
got to be pretty happy, 
writes Chris Lilly. 

Research undertaken by 
Direct Line a few days after 
the budget announcement 


shows that, of those polled 
who are considering buying 
a new car, 50 per cent are 
now much less likely to buy 
a high emission car in the 
future. 

The true impact of the 
budget on high emitting 
vehicles can be judged by 
looking at what was said 
before the announcements.

the press releases found 
that a Direct Line poll (yes, 
the same company) said 
motorists were four times 
more likely to buy a higher 
polluting car than a hybrid 
or green car. 

Ok, there are lies and 
statistics, but we must look 
at this in context. The 
initial knee-jerk reaction is 
shock that we are going to 
get taxed more. None of us 
likes handing over cash to 
the tax man. 

Many of you will agree 
huge amounts of C02 being 
coughed into the 
atmosphere is a bad thing 
and something must be 
done about it. If people 
don’t buy highly polluting 
cars, “un-green” 

manufacturers will lose 
sales and be forced to do 
something about it. A high 
tax now will make a huge 
impact in the future. 

To make the changes to 
car tax work, customers 
looking at buying a new car 
need to look at less 
polluting models. 

If you want to make an 
impact, you could choose a 
lower class car, but even 
cars in the same sector can 
produce dramatically 
different emissions figures. 

You can halve or 
significantly reduce 
emissions, even by staying 
within the same segment. 

The Mercedes C-Class 
sports coupe produces 
232g/km of C02 while the 
Mini Cooper D, an equally 
sized sports hatch, will 
produce 104g/km of C02. 

A brief look within the 
same sector can find a 
similarly equipped car, in 
the same price band, that 
has less impact on the 
environment and lower 
running costs. Thats’s not a 
hardship is it? 

So, if you are thinking of 
buying a new car here is a 


guide to models that will 
make environmental and 
financial sense: 

Superminis - The Toyota 
Aygo/Citroen Cl/Peugeot 
107 emits 109g/km 

compared with a Ford Ka 
which puffs out 165g/km. 

Small hatchback - the VW 
Polo Bluemotion and Fiat 
500 top the green table with 
99 and llOg/km 

respectively. The Renault 
Clio can produce 117g/km 
but reach 179g/km, 

ignoring the worst 
Renaultsport models. 

Small family car - Ford’s 
Focus Econetic produces 
just 115g/km. Toyota and 
Honda are represented in 
this class with the Prius 
and Civic Hybrid 
producing lower emissions 
than the Focus. 

Large family car - The 
Skoda Octavia 1.9 TDI beats 
the Renault Laguna with 
132 and 136g/km. The 
sector is quite even though, 
so most manufacturers 
have models around the 
140g/km mark. 

Small prestige cars - 
BMW’s 318d makes the 
most of its 

EfficientDynamics and 
produces 123g/km. 

Interestingly, the 320d 
emits just 5g/km more but 
produces 174bhp compared 
to the smaller engines 
143bhp. 

Executive cars - BMW 
again rules the class with 
the 520d emitting just 
136g/km. 

Luxury cars - The Audi A8 
2.8FSI nips in under the 
200g/km barrier by lg, not 
bad for its size. 

Sports cars - The sublime 
handling of the Lotus Elise 
comes with an output of 
196g/km C02, not bad for a 
Porsche beater.
